WHERE I8 THE DIFFERENCE! 


The two great political parties of this 
country probably differ less at the pres- 
ent time in their views on the great 
questions and issues of politics and 
government than at any period within 
the last decade. Both parties are a 
unit in their views on the question of 
finance, and both profess to hold the 
game opinions respecting the tariff. 
Not only this, but they are each pledged 
to the prohibition of Chinese immigra- 
tion, and.each favors the same prin- 
ciples of civil service reform. ‘The only 
perceptible point on which there isa 
conflict ofopinion is the question of party 
supremacy; the difference of belief as 
to which faction shall rule at Washing- 
ton, occupy the cross-roads postoffices 
and enjoy the meaty pickings of gov- 
ernment spoils. Looking at the two 
parties in their present relative attitudes 
itis difficult to see on what grounds 
the next great political battle will be 
made. Time will probably solve the 
riddle by the creation of new issues in 
1884 that will afford the desired oppor- 
tunity for the old political scavengers 
to cut and slash each other into mince 
meat. Unless new issues develop, the 
country will be forced to the unpleasant 
duty of placing the party in power that 
presents the purest patriots for official 
position. In these days of progress, 
when every man is his own newspaper 
‘and every elector his own political boss, 
such a result can easily be attained. 


Tue alarming tendency of suicide is 
attracting general attention throughout 
the whole world. It is said that at pre- 
sent the ratio of annual increase in 
suicides is greater than the increase in 


_ population. Statistics show that in 


France 6,000 persons kill themselves 
every year ; in Prussia, 4,500; in Aus- 
tria, 2,600; in England, 1,700; in Italy, 
1,100; and in this country nearly 2,000. 

Tus Chicago Tribune objects to Mr. 
Page as Chairman of the Committee of 
Commerce on the ground that he does 
not represent a commercial country. 
The Tribune evidently is laboring under 
the impression that Mr. Page comes 
from a district peopled with Indians and 
greasers, and whose business is chiefly 
done by means of peddlers and freight 
teams. 


Henry Warp Beecuer, while gener- 
ally off on most questions, has evident- 
ly struck the correct side of the Guiteau 
case. In one of his recent sermons he 
pertinently remarked in referring to 
the insanity plea of the assassin: ‘‘He 
who is sane enough to organize the ele- 
ments of a crime, and accomplish it, is 
sane enough to be hanged.’’ 


The San Jose Times, speaking of the

‘As the original Astors traded six-bladed-jack- 
knives to the Indians for furs, and the original 
Vanderbilt sculled people across the East River 
for five cents, the claims to both families toa 
place among the aristocracy of this country 
seem to be equally slim.

a LULL IN THE FieHT. 


- The active crusade against the violat- 
ors of the so-called Sunday law has 
temporarily ceased in most parts of the 
State. Hostilities have not been sus- 
pended because. the good people who 
so earnestly desire the enforcement of 
the law have abandoned the fight, and 


retired to their ,breastworks confident’ 


that an educated public sentiment would 
ultimately compel the recognition of a 
law that the present condition of popular 
feeling would seemingly reject, but be- 
cause they are awaiting the fate of the 
law in the decision of the Supreme Court 
in bank. Chief Justice Morrison has 
already affirmed the constitutionality of 
the law, but as his opinion does not 
meet with the approval of all classes, 
the Court has been appealed to in bank. 
Should the Court coincide with Morri- 
son’s ruling, alarge number of those who 
are now actively fighting the law will vol- 
untarily obey it, and those who refuse 
to recognize it will be compeled to ob- 
serve it. Until the decision is rendered, 
which is expected in January, the mass 
of Sunday-closers throughout the State 
will not press the matter of the observ- 
ance of the Sabbath. If the Court in- 
dorses their views, the fight will prob- 
ably be renewed with more vigor than 
ever before, with a great advantage in 
favor of the Sunday people.

Visitors have 
been attracted to this city from all parts 


to gaze upon the large and beautiful 


groves. For miles around the city en- 
chanting groves spread out before the 
wondering eyes of the traveler. There is 
no city where so many private yards are 
set off with this beautiful tree, and orange 
blossoms are so plentiful here that the 
poorest bride can deck herself with them 
from head to foot, with no cost except the 
trouble of going out in her yard and gath- 
ering the beautiful bridal blossoms. 
A ROMANTIC STORY. 

An old settler related a very romantic 
and interesting incident in connection 
with the subject of orange groves in thé 
presence of the writer afew days ago. It 
seems that a great many years ago a beau- 


tiful and Spanish lady from 
the City of Mexico was visiting friends and 
relatives in this State. An in sided 
in this lace. She visited his 
family. e old Don’s son fell 
desperately in love with his fair cousin. 
They became engaged and the day for the 
wedding was set. The day came around 
in due time; but the bride did not think 
of orange blossoms until the last moment. 
Orange trees were not so plentiful as they 
are.now, and the lady was in despair for 
fear si®eould not secure the desired orna- 
ment. There was only one orchard, about 


_ two miles from the house, in blossom. She 
requested her lover to secure the blossoms, 


but he, true to man instinct, objected, 

saying that it did not make any difference 
about orange blossoms. the ceremony could 
go on without them.

PROSPECTS OF THE PRESENT CROP. 


But to return to the subject of oranges. 
This year’s crop promises to be very large. 
A few of the growers have commenced 
picking, but no shipments have been made 
as yet. The last year’s crop was consid- 
ered by the growers and merchants the 
largest that has ever been grown in this 
section. 

When last year’s season opened the 
local dealers paid from $2.00 to $250 per 
box of 120 oranges on the trees. But 
towards the end of the season the prices 
fell to $1 and to 50 cents per box. 

The local buyers think the prices will 
be about the same this year as last, unless 
the arrangement now on foot to ship the 
bulk of the fruit to Chicago instead of 
San Francisco, as was done last year, is 
If this. is consummated the 
orange interests of Los Angeles county 
will be greatly benefited. The freight per 
car will be about $350 to Chicago. Last 
year the large shipments began about the 
first of February, but this year the grow- 
ers believe they will begin to ship at least 
a month earlier. 

The prices paid by the Eastern dealers 
will range from $4 to $5 per box. The 
local dealers believe dry the profits will 
be much greater than in any previous 
year. Butitis rather early yet for any 
one to tell the extent and profits of the 
coming crop. Ifa market is created in 
the East and South the oranges produced 
here will yield great r:turns to the whole 
Southern country.
